wvateers, or otherways to Correſpond with them m any ſort, 
or to bave any manner of dealing with them , without ex- 
preſs Licence obtained for that effe& from the ſaids Lords of 
Privy Council, under the pains in the ſaids Afts. And 
the ſeids Lords of Privy Council do hereby Ordain, that 
all Sheriffs, Stewarts, Baillies and their Depts, and other 
Mapiſtrats whatſoever, be careful that theſe preſents be due- 
ly obſerved, as they will be anſwerable : As alſo, that they 
be Printed and Publiſhed at the Mercat-Croſs of Edin- 
burgh, and other places needful.
